the States. The Siou expedition 1* the subject of
general conversation bet*, and I matt be allowed,
with due deference to tne opinions of Indian Agnnta,
and oar apparently « ffi ienf Indian Commistloner in
Washington, to ex^res-, through the Hirai.d, not
oely my own opinio: a »od feeling#, bat those cf a
larg i majority 0* t ur actua' settlers in th« Territory
Under the present orrer of things, wa axe inclined
to doabt whether, in tbe first place, tbe expedition
under the command ot Gen. Harney will reac^ tbe
detired objec t, as ax>reMtd by the citizens of the
Territory. We need tr ops. We need mounted
men dragoon!.and those of true metal.those,
indeed, naed to t e trials and privations attsndant
upon a thorough frontier ife A disciplined soldiery,
osier the oommat d or well trained officers, do well
enough to oope with tbos- whoee mode of warfare
coireeponds in tbe main therewith; but for Indian
fighting, we want thwe naed to Indian strategy and
craftiness. Furthermore, we need them, not sta¬
tioned 300 or 600 mita beyond us, aa is the case,
bat in close vicl&ity to the prosperous settlements
here, which now daily stand in fear of Indian de¬
predations. We h*ve no need for a "silk stock¬
ing" soldiery, whom the Indians already here
term mere squaws. Bat we are told
that Commissioner Macypenny avers there
Is so teed of tbis or any oner mode of punishing
tbe Indians upon the Flams for their numerous de¬
predations.they ate generally exaggerated reports
.ana the whites are to bia<«e, Ac. How sh m'd he
Know? Last season >e viciied ua, talkal a few mo¬
menta with the poor degraded Omihas, in our
vicinity. staid « hou s in tbe Territory, and left.
Doea he take the >epo<ta o' Indian agents, and
traders, and hireUnet* of government in tbe West?
Ifeo, is it not for t«ir interest. their own sordid
pecuniary interest to represent a peaceful state of
affairs, and retain tb«-e Indiana in our midst, not¬
withstanding the co' tiary deaite and wisies of tbe
oettlera? Certainly so. I kuow full well that In¬
dian depredations upon tbe settlers in Nebraska
ate oftentimes ex*eni ated and misrepresented;
yet the fact is self-evident that danger to some
extent exists.
The United States tro u« bound to the UpperMissouri stations are but u short distance dowa the

river; yet what giear goo J they can do some GOO miles
to the northward, wbt-u tbe Indians are gatneting, if
Tepcrts be true, out upun our westward, I cannot
imagine.

Late n«ws fr^m tbe Plains is anything but flat¬
tering. Tbe Indians are gathering tor a general
"free fight," ani laug at tbe idea of the United
States troops being sufficient to whip them. They
nneeripgly point to tbj massicreat Fort Laramie,
and say, if tbeir Great Famer is bo strong sa they
are told he it, why did he not whip them tnen? and
boast of their allied warriors as leaves upon tbe
trees. A report reached here a few days siooe, that
the latter part of th* emtjtratbn across the Plains,bad all b«en massacred by the Indian". Indians
brought tbe news. Ho* ranch reliause to plaoe in
this report, I am unable to say.

Notwithstanding the reports, exaggerated in the
main, which reach the 8<atei concerning Indian
deptedations ia N-b oak*, many settlers are now
ccmbg in, and pro. erty m d«ly advancing. The
most prcspeionB in an*} settlement is Fontenelle, the
county leat of Dodge :om ty. A colony was formed
last year in Quincy, I Hoi*, to settle there, and tola
spring, n time to v>ut in lar^e crops, tbev have
ccme on with their families, a?id have opened the
door ftr a prominent place in the Territory.
Governor Izard, for soma weeks past hn bsen

nnweU, not, however, to acy alarming extent.
The question of slavery in Nebraska has bhgun to

be agitated by a few agitators in the southern part
.f tbe Territory. Were the question put to a vote
of the people 1 ere, under anything Ilka an excited
Btate of feeling, it w nl - ala mtbe disorganizing
abolition spirits ' away diwn East." It is generally
hoped the question «iii n t acquire a Kansas heat,
yet ecsce fears are entertained for tbe fall election.
There are nnmbe-s 1 e e waiting tor aiything in

the bhape of a sacculation whereby to "raise ths
wind," end quite d*»\n>u4 to return to their anxious
mothers. Thtae, and all corresponding characters,
a'e. however, confined to the speculating seaboard
or Missouri river towns. .

Trading "boats flora the Upper Missouri, laden
with fore, Ac., for tbe American Far Company,
passed heie yestercay tor toe trading post at Bille-
Tiew. An enterprising company from New York
have purchased (he Missouri reservation at Bslle-
view, and I presume will take steps towards build¬
ing a place, which may take the lead of towns in
the Territory. More anon. ixc.

and thtn cramp yourself up for a season at some of
the two In-a bed and ten-lu-a room accommodations
at the capital of Nebraska, and see tbe romnce ofa
frontier life; and take my word for it, yon will be
astonished how suddenly tbe sunlight of reality dis
pels tbe mist of Ideality, and how imperfectly is
man generally understood while standing in the
whitewashed temples of refinement. Stand baside
me upon the green sward here at the capital; and if
you are a stranger, do not be surprised at the Yan¬
kee inquisitiveneis of nine-tenth* of the papulation
in their earnest endeavors to fathom the mysteries
of "how much is he woith?*'."wjere does be hail
fromW and " where is be going to locatB?" Sup-
pese an answer tg be "twenty thousand''."New
York city".and "any place where fancy dic¬
tates." The result is you w'll have a crowd of
friends in a few daji, vieing In their aiuiatiooj
of some ir.vored locality, wnere an intsrest
in seme half section of prairie, with a few
»tdkes crove into the n round -ininui a house or any
tbiiifr to build one of, yet bearing tbe title city.
(It >ou really want to hettle look for yourself.)
Around us are var ion* ppecln»en« of the universal
Yaekee ration, and of almos. eviry vocation, gene¬
rally, however, those who fancy theratilres gentle¬
men. Here you see abHjotdiug debtorn and unfor¬
tunate speculators htaitlng an.'tv on the ooeaa of
speculation. Men of small mean* an1 astonishing
eelf uaurance are here in the fall base of their

flory. They succeed, generally, remarkably well.
oung gectlcmen cf ronnutic tastes are here

otafe* % brought to a stand and deliver position upon
finding that without brains or money it is difficult
to reap a fortune immediately. Professional men,
unable to be appreciated in tbe States, gather here,
and it is no uofreqnent occurrence to find them,
alter a few weelu sojourn here, either meUmor-
pboaed into laboring men or uttering anathemas
upon tbe country. speculators here gather, and in
little groups upon tte town plat, tne uninitiated
gather around some specimen labelled "buy or sell,"
and lorg for a few dollars to launch forth upon that
ur certain sea. Half fledged lawyers, like shirks
following some dlseaee-strleken bark, are coostantly
on the watch for a "claim cane,'' or noma patty case
trhetaby to raise the aeedfa*. Other*, again, are
watohlng and waging for some situation when
hard .work is not expected, to turn np for their
redief.

The entire remnant of
wheat and Hour ia in American hand'-, and though
the large Canadian dmieis reap advantages fr m
the operations of the leciprcci'y tjeity, their imrne
diate neighbors, thecmaumers, are not so fortunate.
For instance, every bus .el cf wheat and barrel of
flour which is purchased, is immediately transported
either to Ogdensburg, Oswego or Rochester, and
there held for retail or transhipment to New York
and Bcston. The consequence :a, that flour has reach¬
ed the New York retail prices in the midst of this
wheat glowing community. The article is now re-

turning to us in retail quantities, at prices ranging
from eleven to twelve dollars a barrel, a thing un¬

precedented here. Another seasoa will be quite
different; onr farmers and dealers, from the expe
rience already had, will be ready to meet their
Yankee customers hereafter <n a spirit of triffic
hitherto unknown amongst the " sluggish Cuu'
duns."
